U.S. Secretary of State Alexander M. Haig 
Jr. will meet with Crown Prince Fahd Satur- 
day in Malaga, Spain, where the Saudi Ara- 
bian leader been staying after his tailrs 
with French President Francois Mitterrand in 
Paris Tuesday.

Moon mirrors spell daylight 


ROME. Sept. 9 (AFP) — Man could turn 
night into day by planting minors on the 
moon and reflecting the sun 1 s rays onto earth, 
French scientist Christian Marchal told dele- 
gates attending the 32nd International Space 
Travel Congress here. 

He said his “completely practicable" pro- 
ject would provide enough light by which to 
read and work at night. Dr. Marchal is an 
adviser at France's National Office of 
Aeronautical Study and Research 
(ONERA). 

Moon mirrors could replace night street 
lighting and save considerable expense on 


power needs, making outride work on farms 
or construction sites possible. This would be a 
boon in tropical regions, for instance. 

Needless to say. if Dr. MarchaTs project 
was ever implemented, it would’ completely 
change the lives and habits of entire nations. 
But is it feasible? 

A mirror measuring one square meter 
planted on the moon would reflect the sun’s 
rays over an area of from 3,200-3,800 square 
kms (about 1,230-1,460 square miles), 
depending on position of the sun and the 
mooo at the time.

PARIS, Sept. 9 (Agencies) — France's 
Socialist government Wednesday decided to 
nationalize 36 French-owned banks effec- 
tively putting 95 percent of all deposits under 
state control. 

The government, at a cabinet meeting 
chaired by President Francois Mitterrand, 
also approved plans to take over 51 percent 
of the Matra Armaments and Telecommuni- 
cations Company and of the Dassault Avia- 
tion Concern. 

The decisions were reported by presiden- 
tial spokesman Pierre Beregovoy soon after 
all trading in shares of companies and groups 
on the government’s take-over list was sus- 
pended on the Paris Stock Exchange at the 
request of the economy ministry. 

Financial sources said the suspension was 
requested to prevent speculation in these 
shares whose value has soared in recent 
weeks amid reports that the government 
planned generous compensation terms. 
Beregovoy s announcement gave the first 
clear- details of the government’s intentions . 
toward the private banks since Mitterrand 
was elected May 10 and his Socialist Party 
then won control of the National Assembly. 

Although the Socialist Leader had made 
clear his plans to nationalize major banks, as 
well as 17 large industrial groups, the exact 
number to be taken over had not previously 
been revealed. Exact terms of the national- 
ization measures will be detailed in a bill to be 
presented before a cabinet meeting Sept. 23. 

Beregovoy said Wednesday shareholders 
would receive bonds as “fair compensation" 
for their holdings although their exact value 
and composition had not yet been decided. 

While industrialists remain hostile to_the 
program, savers have expressed confidence 
in the government’s $1,300 million bond 
issue at the record rate of 16.75 percent. Tbe 
issue has been fully subscribed, and conse- 
quently the total issue has been raised. 

The share suspension covers the following 
industrial firms. 20 financial houses and 
France’s three main banks which are already 
nationalized — Banque Nationale de Paris 
(BNP): Credit Lyonnais and Societe 
Generate. 

The nine industrial groups are: Dassault 
Aviation, Matra, Compangine d'Erectritite. 
Pechiney Ugjne Kuhlmann. Rhone Poulenc , 
Saint-Gobain. Thomson Brandt. Usinor and 
Sarilor. 

The Paris Stockbrokers association 
announced the government requested the 
suspension until final details of the national- 
ization b31 are worked out and it is approved 
by the cabinet and sent to parliament. 

The action, affecting stock exhanges in 
Paris, Lyon, Bordeaux. Lille. Nancy and 
Nantes, apparently was taken to prevent 
speculation on the markets before the gov- 
ernment’ s final plan for the takeovers is over. 

A draft measure for the eventual takeover 
of major French firms and most of the 
remaining private banks was worked out dur- 
ing a cabinet meeting last week. 


Reagan assures Begin of help Israel 9 s brutality protested 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (Agencies) — 
President Ronald Reagan told Israeli Prune 
Minister Menahem Begin Wednesday he 
knows Israel “lives in constant peril,” but 
hedged, “Israel will have our help." 

Reagan greeted Begin, here for three days 
of talks, at an official welcoming ceremony 
held on the White House South Lawn. 

Neither leader mentioned the proposed 
U.S. sale of radar planes to Saudi Arabia, 
which Israel opposes. But Reagan, in his 
opening remarks, assured Begin that Israel's 
"security is a principle objective of this 
administration and we regard Israel as an 
aDy." 

It was dear that Reagan was seeking to 
calm any fears on Begin’ s part that recent 
difficulties in the U.S.-Israeli relationship 
would mark the fundamentally good ties that 
have existed between the two sides. 

Reagan said he is confident Israel and the 
United States will continue their dose rela- 
tionship during the '‘difficult?* search for a 
Middle East peace. 

Began told Reagan that Israel wants peace 
on “all our borders” . 

He also invited Reagan to visit IsraeL 
Israel has declared Jerusalem as its capital, 
but its dawn to sole jurisdiction over the city 
is not recognized by any nation. 

Reagan told Begin, “ I welcome this chance 
to further strengthen the unbreakable ties 
between the United States and Israel and to 
assure you of our commitment to Israel's sec- 
urity and well- being.” 

He said both parties “share a strong com- 
mitment to democracy." The two leaders, 


1 ne Israelis are known to v* out 
access to intelligence information from U.S.

Despite Reagan’s record as a staunch sup- 
porter of Israel, his administration has been 
embroiled in a series of disputes with the 
Begin government over Israels bombing 
attacks in Iraq and Lebanon and other issues. 

U.S. officials said they hoped Reagan and 
Begin would put past differences behind 
them, state their disagreements on the prop- 
osed sale of U.S. radar warning planes to 
Saudi Arabia without acrimony, and move on 
to the peace process. 

A senior administration official told repor- 
ters he did not expect Begin to use his visit for 
“a full-scale undertaking” to defeat the pres- 
ident in bis first foreign policy battle in Con- 
gress, which must vote on the AWACS deal. 

The official said Reagan would emphasize 
that the United States has “vital interests in 
the Middle East” and is anxious to see the 
Egyptian- Israeli talks oo Palestinian auton- 
omy in the West Bank and Gaza Strip con- 
cluded successfully. 

The administration wants to improve U.S.

LONDON, Sept. 9 (Agencies) — British 
ultra-orthodox Jews, including 20 rabbis, 
marched peacefully outside the Israeli 
embassy Tuesday to protest police brutality 
against co-religionists in Israel. 

The demonstrators carried banners read- 
ing, “We win not tolerate your sadistic Nazi 
police,” and accused the Israeli government 
of allowing the desecration of ancient graves. 
Ultra- orthodox Jews and Israeli police have 
clashed in recent weeks over excavations in 
Jerusalem, which the chief rabbis ruled is the 
site of a cemetery. Digging resumed this week 
when the supreme court lifted an official ban 
on the excavations. 

Asher Graft an Israeli-born Briton who led 
the embassy demonstration, said another 
protest would be held Wednesday outside 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher's 10 
Downing Street office. “We are allowed in 
Britain and America to express our anger at 
what is happening in Israel, bu our brothers in 
Israel are being jailed and assaulted." said 
Gratt. 

A spokesman for the Jewish board of 
deputies in London described the protesters 
as “ ultra-orthodox Jews who form a minority 
of only a few thousand. They do not represent 
m a ins tre am orthodox opinion.” 

But in Los Angeles ten members of the 
Jewish Defense League took over the 
Austrian nonsul generaTs office Tuesday, 
demanding that Austria sever* its ties with 
die Palestine liberation Organization. Police 
were called in briefly but the JDL was 
allowed to occupy the consulate for several 
hours since “no one is really bothering us,” 
said consular spokesman Josephine Haber- 
fellner. 

The action was prompted by an attack on a 
Jewish synagogue Aug. 29 in Vienna, said 
JDL spokesman David Morris. In that inci- 
dent, several gunmen opened fire in a 
synagogue, wounding 20 people and killing 
two. The JDL alleges the PLO is responsible. 
“The PLO did not claim responsibility for the 
attack — in feet they called it “a cowardly and 
criminal act," Consul General Moser said. “It 
was another splinter group formerly associ- 
ated with the PLO and which the PLO has 
said h cannot control.” 

In addition to the severance of ties with the 
PLO. the protesters were demanding that 


Austria defend its Jewish population or allow 
them to arm themselves. 

Morris said the demonstrators would not 
leave until they were certain that the 
Austrian government was notified of their 
demands. Moser said that he would cable his 
government with the demands, and the 
demonstrators left. 

In another development following a recent 
constitutional court ruling. Vienna's 500 
orthodox Jews wifl establish their own com- 
munity as of May 1 982, Benjamin Schreiber, 
president of Aguda Israel's Austrian section 
said Wednesday. Vienna's organized 8,000 
or so Jews have so far all been members of the 
Israelite “Kultusgeraeinde," the only Jewish 
community here to date. 

x'Tbe court ruling on a constitutional com- 
plaint filed by a group of orthodox Jews 
allows for a “liberal” and an “orthodox" 
community. “If the Jewish community is led 
by men who have not ing to do with Jewry but 
their origin, inestimable values are lost not 
only in fee religious but also in fee cultural 
field," Schreiber told reporters. 

He said legislation hitherto in force in 
Austria had led to a “dictatorship of a few 
liberals” in fee community.

Libya backed 
against U.S. 

TUNIS, Sept. 9 (R) — The Arab League 
Council has recommended that all its mem- 
bers support Libya in a dispute wife the 
United States over the shooting down of two 
Libyan jets over the Gulf of Sirte last month, 
league sources said Wednesday. 

Ministers attending the council here 
studied a Libyan note about the incident and 
decided to support Tripoli in a debate on the 
question at fee next U.N. General Assembly 
session, fee sources added. 

The council also decided to call for 2 
boycott of airlines using Jerusalem airport, 
they said. Jordanian Foreign Minister Mar- 
wan al-Qassem asked fee council to appeal to 
world opinion to pressure Israel into aban- 
doning the “profanation and judaization” of 
Jerusalem.

Afghan raids condemned 

U.S. warns Russia on Kabul 


| WASHINGTON. Sept. 9 (Agencies) — 
The State Department has condemned the 
reported raid Monday by 40 Afghan army 
troops :on a Pakistani village and warned 
Moscow that it would be held responsible for 
such threats on Pakistan's security. “We 
strongly condemn this violation of Pakistan 
borders,’' a State Department communique 
said. 

It chained that the alleged raid was at least 
the fifth “apparently deliberate armed attack 
within Pakistan” since the Soviet military 
intervention in Afghanistan i is December 
1 979. “We hold the Soviet Union ultimately 
responsible for military threats to_ Pakistan 
security emanating from Afghanistan since 
obviously the present Afghan regime itself 
retains virtually no independent 
capabilities," the statement said. 

The Pakistani Defense Ministry said Tues- 
day that 40 Afghan border troops in armored 
personnel carriers and two heavy trucks had 
crossed into Baluchistan province. They 
started searching houses but retreated before 
units of Pakistan's fomtier corps arrived on 


the scene, the ministry said. 

Meanwhile, Kabul radio said Tuesday 
night the official: Afghan news agency had 
carried a note firmly rejecting what it called 
groundless reports that Afghan troops had 
crossed into Pakistan and searched houses in 
an area of Baluchistan. 

The radio, monitored by the British Broad- 
casting Corporation (BBC), said the reports 
had been carried by Pakistan's "propaganda 
media" and had been 'made "under the 
pressure of ILS., imperialism” Earlier Tues- 
day. a foreign ministry spokesman in 
Islamabad said Pakistan had lodged a strong 
protest with the Afghan charge d'affaires 
over border attacks from Afghanistan. 

On the fighting front, a joint So vie t- 
Afghan force has recaptured the strategic 
town of Gulbahar. 70 kms north of Kabul, 
and was last reported pushing into the rebel- 
held Panjshir Valley, a Western diplomatic 
source said Wednesday. The exact number of 
casualties was not known but “almost cer- 
tainly high.” said the source, quoting a report 
from the Afghan capital. An Afghan contact 


described the number "f w minded Sr-riet and 
Afghan soldiers brought t*: Kabul as ‘unpre- 
cedented in re rent rimes." 

Gulbahar. a textile-producing town 
located a feu kilometers northeast of the 
important Salans Highway linking the Soviet 
border with Kabul and at the mouth of the 
Panjshir Valley . has been in resistance hands 
for months. This has allowed rebels to fortify 
positions throughout the 150 kms valley 
which they have controlled for some 18 
months, informed sources said. 

Two French photographers. Jerome Bony 
and Christ ophe de Pan filly, said on their 
return from the area that Afghan fighters, 
began withdrawing from Gulbahar during a 
heavy battle 12 days ago. The Western dip- 
lomatic source, who declined to be identified, 
could not say when the town had been 
retaken but Indicated that news of its fall 
reached Kabul during the past, w eek.* There 
have been at least three previous attempts to 
wrest control of the Panjshir from the fighters 
all unsuccessful.

Khomeini threatened Wednesday to deal

He also c al l ed on Iran's clergy to step up its 
involvement in polities. Tehran radio 
reported. 

Foremost opposition leader Massaoud 
Rajavi. whose Mujahedeen KLhalq guerrillas 
have been- blamed for the escalating cam- 
paign of bombings and assassinations in Iran, 
called from his exile m Paris for a “libera- 
tion" struggle to speed up the process of 
Khomeinis overthrow, his supporters in 
London reported. Tehran newspapers said 
six Mujahedeen Kbalq guerrillas were 
executed Tuesday in the Caspian Sea resort 
of Babol. The state television said 61 
autonomy-seeking Kurdish insurgents were 
killed in a “mop-up operation.” 

Rajavi s statement, telephoned to the 
London bureau of the Associated Press by 
student supporters, said on the organization's 
1 7th anniversary that 1 .000 Mujahedeen had 
given their lives and 10.000 went to prison in 
the past ye in the drive to topple Khomeini. 

The 37-year-oki Rajavi urged the people 
to “libera re" their areas and set up popular 
councils in union with the National Council 
of Resistance he and Bani-Sadr had formed 
to lead the urban guerilla war against the 
regime.

Asked whether they 
talked about a possible meeting between 
Lord Carrington and Palestine Liberation 
Organization leader Yasser Arafat. Bouceta 
said, “I have insisted on the participation of 
the PLO in any peace settlement and any 
efforts by Britain or the European commun- 
ity will be very beneficial to the area.” 

Boucetta said relations between Britain and 
Morocco were entering an active phase. He. 
said talks with Mrs. Thatcher Monday 
covered latest developments in Western Sah- 
ara, Namibia and other international issues. 
Polisario volunteers are fighting Morocco for 
the control of Western Sahara and the Organ- 
ization of African Unity (OAU) recently 
announced plans for a ceasefire and referen- 
dum in the territory. 

Boucetta said an OAU committee was 
working on preliminary preparations for the 
referendum but no date.had been set so far.

TUNIS, Sept 9 (AFP) — Arab League 
ministers have put off a decision on sanc- 
tions against Sudan for normalizing its 
relations with Egypt, sources dose to the 
league said Tuesday. 

Hie sources said the political committee 
j of the league's ministerial councfl discus- 
sed the matter on the first day of its 76th 
ordinary session Monday but decided it 
should be passed on to the meeting of 
foreign ministers in Rabat in advance of 
the forthcoming Arab summit. 

Hie political committee also did not 
dismiss Beirut’s demand for a special Arab 
summit on Lebanon, the source said, indi- . 
eating that nothing would be dose about 
this subject until the Rabat summit in the 
second half of November, when a special 
session on Lebanon will be held. 

The sources said the committee also 
reaffirmed the need for greater coopera- 
tion between the Arab world and black 
Africa and the Arab World and the league 
and the European Economic Community. 


VIENNA, Sept. 9 (R) — A visit by 
Czechoslovak President Gustav Husak to 
Libya, Ethiopia and South Yemen — three 
pro-Soviet countries which recently signed an 
anti-United States pact — could reflect 
increased Czechoslovak involvement in 
Africa, according to diplomatic sources in 
Prague. 

Husak arrived in Libya Monday on the first 
teg of his three-nation tour. Until recently. 
East Germany played the prominent East 
European role in Africa, fronting for the 
Soviet Union which keeps a lower profile, the 
sources said. But they added that while 
Husak’s tour could be a gesture of support for 
the anti-U.S. policies of Libya, Ethiopia and 
South Yemen, it should also be seen as a 
routine Czechoslovak effort at expanding 
economic ties with developing countries. 

The composition of Husak' s delegation, 
including two ministers involved in foreign 
trade and the army chief of staff, also indi- 
cated that trade, as well as arms sales, would 
be the main subject of negotiations, the 
sources added. Czechoslovakia is a major 
supplier of small arms to several Arab and 
African countries and pursues a general pol- 
icy of free arms trading. 

Relations betweem Czechoslovakia and all 
three countries on Husak’s itinerary have 


expanded during the last 10 years and Prague 
is playing an increasing role in economic aid 
to Ethiopia and South Yemen. A long-term 
trade agreement signed with Libya in 1974 
■provided for exports of a wide range of 
Czechoslovak goods and services, including 
medical are, to the north African country in 
exchange for the purchase of up to a million 
tous' of Libyan crude ofl a year between 
1975 and 1985. 

Czechoslovakia and Ethiopia signed an 
economic pact in 1 978, under which Prague 
supplies engineering goods and has built sev- 
eral projects, including footwear and tire fac- 
tories. In cooperation with East Germany, 
Czechoslovakia is also building a textile plant 
to raise Ethiopian textile output by 25 per- 
cent. 

-Trade turnover between the two countries 
rose last year to nearly $25 million from $8.2 
million in 1974. 

Economic contacts with South Yemen are 
at present limited to Czechoslovak assitance 
in mineral prospecting and arms deliveries, 
although Prague supports South Yemen's 
anti-Israeli and anti-American stance. 

Col. Qaddafi and Husak began their talks 
Tuesday, Jana reported. In an unusual move 
reflecting the importance the Libyan leader 
attaches to last month's friendship treaty. 


South Yemen's First Deputy Prime Minister 
Col. Ali Ahmad Nasser Antar attended the 
discussions.

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THE PURPOSE OF BEGIN

This i 
statement alone indicates thyt even the hard-beaded Begin recog- 1 
nizes that U.S. and Israeli policies are at odds and he has to attempt a 
concession effort in order to straighten them out. It is absurd for him 
to assume be can resolve all difficulties eith several talks with Mr. 
Reagan. 

The U.S taxpayer, and perhaps even President Reagan, is begin- 
ning to realize that every time Begm’s visits take place it usually costs 
them something. Overtaxed Americans who are already upset due to 
cuts in government benefits, have begun to question the minions of 
dollars they have to pay each year for foreign aid to Israel. Of course, 
there is no return for those dollars, it is a one-way street, with U.S. 
taxpayers supporting the inflated Israeli economy while the Zionists 
aren'teven wise enough to play a low profile. Instead they are like the 
bully on the block who wants more and more benefits, while at the 
same time taking advantage of everyone else in their neighborhood.

U.S. losing 
patience 
with Europe

' WASHINGTON — 

The split between the United States and its 
{European allies in the United Nations Security 
Council vote condemning South Africa for its 
recent raid into Angola was just one more piece of 
evidence that the Western alliance is in a delicate 
state. 

A European in Washington these days soon 
realizes that the main cause of this is a different 
attitude*: to the Soviet Union. 

The pTbblem is partly that the Reagan administ- 
ration, or at least an important section of it. really 
does believe that the Russians have a plan to 
neutralize American military strength in order to 
have their way in the rest of the world. Bat it is 
also, and perhaps more importantly, as much to do 
with bow Americans see themselves as how they 
see the Russians. 

Europeans may have looked at the dogfight 
between Libyan and American jets in the Gulf of 
Sidra against the general background of the Mid- 
dle East and wondered if it was worthwhile. 
Reagan’s Washington saw it as proof that 
America had gpt rid of its post- Vietnam inhibi- 
tions about using power to defend American 
interests. 

Showing America won't flunk its tests is seen as 
reflecting its handling of domestic rather than 
foreign problems. And this underlines another 
important difference between America and West 
Europe today. 

The Reaganites believe that they must put 
America to rights at home by reviving the 
economy and bringing back the old ideals of self 
help and individual independence. They therefore 
look all the more doubtfully at a West Europe in 
which they see few signs of such 'health/ 
impulses. 

One senior defense official said: 'My friends 
think there's a fundamental social economic 
deterioration in Europe.' 

The California background of the president and 
his closest advisers may be important here. For 
most of the time since the last world war American 
foreign and strategic policy making has been 
dominated by the American east coast establish- 
ment, men who whatever their occasional irrita- 
tion with European waywardness were tied to the 
old continent in many ways. 

The California experience, though, is to some 
extent a rejection of the European element in 
American culture. And this is not a problem which 
will necessarily pass with the end of the Reagan 
administration, for the center of gravity of Ameri- 
can politics has moved toward the sunbelt states of 
the south-west and west. 

One official said: ‘For the first time you're get- 
ting people who say to hell with the Europeans. 
You're getting people who say we can get along 
without the little bastards.’ 

. American irritation with West Europe shows 
most clearly whenever the question of detente 
crops up. It irritates this administration because as 
far as its members are concerned detente as it 
existed in the 1 970s is dead. Whatever comes out 
of the 'American political process, one is told, it 
won’t be a return to detente. * 

In this atmosphere the West European desire to 
negotiate away the new theater nuclear weapons 
to be assigned to NATO is certain to become a 
major problem in the alliance. Washington just 
does not have much patience with this European 
hope. Arguments made by some well known 
American strategists outside the administration 
that the Russian approach to these negotiations 
deserves careful study are getting very little atten- 
tion. 

Instead the administration is going ahead with 
plans to publish a book of horrors of the Soviet 
military build-up. Illustrators have been called in 
to make versions of highly secret reconnaissance 
photographs which, one is assured, ‘wifi show 
some bully things’ like a Soviet tank factory so big 
'it would fit in the space between the Washington 
Monument and the portico of the Pentagon.’ 

That indeed is a very big space. But it remains to 
be seen whether this and other arguments will 
persuade the Europeans that detente is as worth- 
less as tiie president 1 s men are convinced it is. — 
(ON S) 


Saudi Arabian Press Review 


Newspapers Wednesday led with talks between 
Crown Prince Fahd and President Francois Mitterrand 
of France, Hi ghlig hting Prince FahcTs reaffirmation on 
the close identity of views on matters of common inter- 
est. 

Newspapers frontpaged a joint communique issued at 
the end of Sri Lanka President Jayewardene's official 
visit to Saudi Arabia, giving prominence to Sri Lanka’s 
support for the Kingdom's peace initiatives and both 
countries' total backing for the people of Palestine and a 
call to the Soviet Union to withdraw from Afghanistan. 
The meeting of the Higher Council for Information 
which was held Tuesday under the chairmanship of 
Interior Minister Prince Naif, received front-page 
coverage in the newspapers, which also gave page one 
treatment to Minister of Industry and Electricity Dr. 
Ghazi AlgosaibTs in spection tour o f industri al project* 

In ah editorial, MJaarah dwelt on the Kingdom’s* 
“moderate and balanced” policy and said that the indus- 
trialized states consider it the hope of emerging nations 
in their struggle to find just solutions to their problem^. 
Saudi Arabia also provides a common ground for a 
meeting between tire rich and poor nations to discuss 
their relations and mutual interests, the paper said, and 
added that the Kingdom has shown to the world that it is 
firmly committed to the principles of the Islamic faith. In 
its internal as well as external policy, the Kingdom has 
persistently taken a balanced and harmonious attitude 
and it will continue on this path, with a firm resolve to 
serve its people and the Arab and Islamic nation at all 
local and international levels, the paper concluded. 

Al Medina noted in an editorial that the “thieves of 
ram p David” had thought that the Arabs had capitu- 
lated xo the Zionist will and machinations, but soon they 
found that they had ignored the aspirations of the Arab 
nation. It reminded them that Saudi Arabia’s initiatives 
reflect the collective view of the Arabs and are in com- 
plete conformity with the United Nations 'Charter and 


all other international norms and principles. In this part 
of the world, the paper said, the Saudi-Sri Lankan joint 
communique supported the Arab rights, while the EEC 
meeting In London voiced support for Prince FahcTs 
peace plan and considerable significance is being 
attached to the Fahd-Mittenrand talks in Paris. 

AlRiyadh dealt with Prince FahcTs visit to Paris, saying 
it has taken place ata very delicate time when the French 
President is preparing for a visit to Saudi Arabia this 
month to hold talks with the Kingdom’s leadership on 
topics of mutual concern. The French leader’s visit can 
be described a European stress on the significance of 
Saudi Arabia’s diplomatic efforts and the French sup- 
port "for the Kingdom’s peace-making efforts in the 
Middle East. The paper added that tire beginning of 
Saudi-French talfs, which have entered into a new and 
significant phase amid an atmosphere of understanding 
and a deep sense of historic and national responsibility 
on both sides, show the right course of history which only 
great men write on its shining pages. 

Referring to Khaied-Jayewardene talks in Taif and 
Fahd- Mitterrand discussions in Paris, Al f'fadwa 
observed that Sri Lanka and France, as well as many 
other nations have reasserted the soundness of Saudi 
Arabia’s views on a settlement to the Middle East crisis. 
The Kingdom’s peace plan, in fact, represents the hopes 
and aspirations of the Arabs and Islamic nation for the 
restoration of its legitimate rights from the Zionist occu- 
pation, the paper said. 

AlBUad noted that the Kingdom's peace plan 
has provided a cornerstone in the Euro-Arab move 
toward the realization of a just and lasting peace in the 
region. The talks between Prince Fahd and President _ 
Mitterrand have given a strategic and comprehensive' 
dimension to the Saudi Arabian peace plan. In the 
paper’s view, France finds in it a fundamental base from 
where work can be started for achieving stability in the 
region. 
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Mitterrand adds ‘flavor’ to M.E. policy

PARIS — 

Although it is run by a president who declares 
himself a “friend of Israel” France’s new Sodalisi 
government has slipped effortlessly into the tradi- 
tional paths of French Middle East policy previ- 
ously denounced by Israelis as a sell-out to Arab 
oiL 

The line taken by Paris, which has gratified 
Arab countries and disappointed Israel, is fol- 
lowed with particular attention these days in the 
Middle East and the United States. As die Reagan 
administration seeks to decide how to move the 
Camp David heritage forward, Europe seems 
determined to make its own contribution and 
France’s diplomacy will be decisive in whatever 
comes out 

French positions flow in part from a conviction 
— shared by officials from President Francois Mit- 
terrand on down — that the Arab- Israeli conflict’ 
creates a permanent danger of war and that it can 
be solved only by dealing with the Palestinian goal 
for a homeland, officials here say. The unsaid part 
is that they also reflect France’s broad and vital 
economic links with the Arab world, including oil 
imports, military and manufacturing exports and 
-Arab investments. 

These convictions and interests have not 
changed with Valery Giscard d’Estaing's depar- 
ture from the presidency. As a result, French dip- 
lomats say, the only real shift the Middle East 
policy is a flavor added by Mitterrand that is the 
fruit of his personal sympathy for Israel and long 
association with Israeli Labor Party leaders such 
as Shimon Peres in the Socialist International. 

“Our policy is about 90 percent the same,” said 
a foreign ministry official “And the 10 percent 
difference is really a difference of accent.” 

On one hand, dealing as president with Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin's Likud government is 
not the same as debating with Labor delegates at 
Socialist gatherings. On the other, analysts in 
Paris believe some Israelis may have read too much 
into MitterxaxKf s declarations of friendship. For 
along with hissympathy for Israel, he consistently 
has advocated a Palestinian homeland as a way to 
rid the Middle' East of its perennial Arab- Israeli 
tension — anathema to Begin and opposed by 
most of the Labor Party as welL 

As the “new policy” unfolded over the last 
three months, therefore, it turned out to be not so 
new. As a result, the Israeli government has 
expressed its disappointment and “worry” in 


public statements from Tel Aviv and in private 
contacts between Israeli Ambassador Meir 
Rosenne, Mitterrand and Foreign Minister 
Claude Cheysson. • 

It was Cheysson' s trip last week to Jordan, Syria 
and Lebanon that drew the strongest Israeli com- 
plaints. 

The foreign minister, who dealt widely with 
Arab countries in his previous job at the Common 
Market, emphasized in declarations calculated to 
please his hosts the French position that Palesti- 
nians must have a homeland with “state struc- 
tures.” In addition he dramatized French policy 
holding that the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion is “representative” — although not the only 
representative — ^of the Palestinian people, in a 
much publicized meeting with PLO leader Yasser 
Arafat in Beirut. 

There was nothing really new in such a meeting. 
Then French Foreign Minister Jean Sanvagnar- 
gues met Arafat in October, 1974. The PLO has 
had authorization to maintain a quasi-diplomatic 
representative here since 1975. 

But many Israelis and other observers were 
struck by it because they had expected Mitter- 
rand’s well-known friendship with Israel to 
change the course of French polity. Some attri- 
buted the gestures only to Cheysson and his aides 
who include Michel Jobert. a former foreign 
minister said to be sympathetic to the Arab world. 
French officials quickly reminded them, however, 
that the French constitution gives foreign policy 
leadership to the president and that Mitterrand 

has said nothing to poll back from what his foreign 

minister bad declared in the name of the govern- 
ment. 

Perhaps more important, there was no rolling 
back from Cheysson’ s statement that the Qunp 
David accords foiled to offer a possibility of solv- 
ing the Middle East conflict because they neglect 
the Palestinian problem that, according to France, 
is the heart of the struggle. This flew in the face of 
the U.S. and Israeli contention that the Camp 
David talks on West Bank anc(Gaza autonomy, 
excluding the PLO. represent the appropriate way 
to deal with the Palestinians. It also emphasized 
the “insufficiency” of the Camp David accords, as 
seen in Paris, rather than Mitterrand’s support for 
the treaty as a step in the right direction. 

Rosenne saw Mitterrand and Cheysson last 
week to make what reports from Tel Aviv said 
were pro forma protests of the Cheysson trip. 
Although neither French nor Israelis revealed 
anything about the taIks,.mdications were that the 


Israelis remained worried about Mitterrand’s 
policies. 

_Tbe representative council of Jewish institu- 
tions in France issued a communique blaming the 
PLO for tihe attack on a synagogue in Vienna and 
particularly “in the light of this tragedy” reeret- 
tag tfee.meeting with Arafat. 

Israeli diplomats here and French Jews 
appeared especially upset ax Cheysson' s compari- 
son of Palestinian resistance against Israel to 
French resistance against Germany in World War 
EL Although French officials explained the state- 
ment as a simple assertion that aspirations such as 
the Palestinians’ were bo and to lead to armed 
resistance, the mention of Germany under the 
Nazis seemed calculated to grate Israeli and Jew- 
ish nerves. 

“This comparison is shocking and abbera- 
tionaL” Serge Hajdenberg, a member of the 
French Zionist organization Jewish Renewal, told 
the Paris press. It was the symbolic value of such 
direct talks, perhaps, combined with his past 
experience dealing with Arabs, that led to the 
speculation that Cheysson was carrying French 
policy beyond Mitterrand’s wish. But foreign 
ministry officials said this was illusion. 

In feet, Mitterrand himself later this month is 
makinghis first major foreign trip besides the 
Ottawa summit to Saudi Arabia. He already had 
received King Khaled and Crown Prince Fahd in 
Paris. Soon after taking office, he dispatched his 
brother Jacques, a former air force general and 
aeronautics executive, to Riyadh, followed closely 
by a foreign ministry official with a personal letter. 

The attention seemed designed to quiet fears in 
Saudi Arabia and other Arab countries aroused 
by Mitterrand’s reputation as pro- Israeli and by 
his Socialist background, compounded by nomi- 
nation of four Communist party members to his 
cabinet. Press reports here said Mitterrand's aides 
also held a round of meetings with Arab ambas- 
sadors in Paris at the same time. 

The meetings and messages were in a way a 
measure of French economic links to the Arab 
world. Just as he went out of his way to reassure 
the United States that France would remain an 
ally despite socialism because of the importance of 
Washington economically and militarily, Mitter- 
rand appeared resolved to reassure the Arabs that 
France would remain a friend despite his links to 
Israel because of the Arabs’ own importance. —

conditions, while the expatriate lecturers 
have been kept away by the $62 ceiling fixed 
by the Uganda government on the amount of 
money they can remit home. 

Makerere is thus faced with the dilemma of 
the diminishing number of lecturers against 
the rising number of students, which went up 
by 500 last month. 

“We have a genuine problem of over- 
crowding," university academic registrar 
Bernard Onyango said. “Single rooms now 
accommodate two students and rooms built 
for two students now have up to four." 

The problems of Makerere go back mostly 
to the Idi Amin regime when, in the words of 
university Vice-Chancellor Asivan Wandira, 
“Makerere lost a decade of development" 

It started with the abrupt expulsion of 
non-citizen Asians by Amin in 1972, includ- 
ing many university lecturers from India and 
Pakistan. British and American lecturers at 
the university also gave up their posts as rela- 
tions between Uganda and their respective 
countries ruptured, precipitating a severe 
vacancy position in Makerere. 

Zn 1970-71, for example, Makerere had 
220 expatriate lecturers and only 134 indi- 
genous Ugandans on its teaching staff. Two 
years later, in 1980, this position had been 
reversed, leaving only 40 expatriates against 
263 Ugandans. 

The university administrators openly 
admit that most of the Ugandans, some with 
only first degrees, were promoted to senior 
positions in Makerere to fin the vaccuum left 
by the departed expatriates^ 

Meanwhile. uTUganda, runaway inflation 
coupled with low income and insecurity con- 
tinue to keep the well-qualified Ugandan and 
expatriate lecturers away. 

The money-starved Uganda government, 
which will now have to come up with most of 
the cash to fide Makerere over its current 
problems, has fixed the restoration of sec- 
urity and order in the country as its number 
one priority.

Coast- to- coast railway ready 

Mexico plans container cargo route 
as a lure for Panama Canal traffic

MEXICO CITY (WP) — An old forgot- 
ten railway that rolls across Mexico’ s n arrow- 
est neck of land is about to turn into a busy 
path between the seas designed to lure traffic 
from the Panama Canal. Within three 
months, when U.S.-built trains start hauling 
containers from coast to coast in less than a 
day, this land bridge will both be a very old 
dream come true and a symbol of Mexico’s 
hopes to change rapidly from an agricultural 
nation into a modern industrial one. 

Besides servicing Mexico’s own fast- 
growing petrochemical and other industries 
spinning off the oil boom, the new corridor 
aims to cash in on the container trade flow 
between the Far East and Europe as well as 
traffic between the U.S. West and East 
coasts, much of which now passes through the 
canal. 

The Mexican government agency organiz- 
ing the rail service says that ships, by not 
sailing as far south as Panama and avoiding 
the waiting lines there, can save up to five 
days by using the Mexican route. The sea 
distance between New York and San Fran- 
cisco, for example, is reduced by more than 

2,000 miles. 

On both sides of the Isthmus of Tehuan- 
tepec, at the ports of Salma Ciuz on the 
Pacific and Coatzacoalcos on the Gulf of 
Mexico, construction gear is still chipping 
away at new container terminals. 

Giant cranes are already in place to pick 
containers off the ships, put them on trains 
and lift them back on board again on the 
opposite coast. The old 175-mfle. one-way 
railroad has new sleepers and 22 bypass 
tracks. The government says it has invested 
almost $100 million and expects to recover it 
within five years. 

Although the swampy, hot route across the 
isthmus is relatively dull, for centuries this 
narrowest point of the North American main- 
land has caught the imagination of dreamers, 
entrepreneurs and military planners wanting 
to connect the Atlantic and the Pacific. 

The Spanish conquerors hauled their cargo 
across Mexico not far from here. They 
unloaded their gallons coming from the 
Philippines at Acapulco and took their spoils 
to Veracruz on their way to Spain. Long 
before the Panama Canal construction 
began, the isthmus with its swollen rivers was 
seriously considered' as the site for an 
interoceanic canal. One plan even involved 


pulling ships along a broad-gauge railway 
right across the land. 

A British entrepreneur. Lord Cowdry, laid 
the railroad in 1907 and it proved to be a 
profitable enterprise. Yet the line’s period of 
glory was short-seven years later fire canal 
opened, and Mexico was in the middle of 
revolution. 

During World War II, the U.S. military 
built airports on the isthmus and carved a 
highway across the Sierra Madre mountains. 
This road is coming in handy today. 

Running parallel to the rails and recently 
overhauled, it can accommodate trucks that 
are to feny refrigerated containers across the 
isthmus in six hours, half the time it takes by 
train. ‘Both road and train traffic will end at 
vast new docking areas, where Mexico is also 
building container storage and repair sheds. 

But for all its modern approach, the Mexi- 
can plan is not likely to' pose a serious busi- 
ness threat to the aged Panama Canal, ship- 
ping experts say.

While Panama charges tolls based on ton- 
nage. Mexico's rates will be based on con- 
tainer size. “ A 20-foot box will cost $430 ship 
to ship, and a 40-foot one will cost $620," 
said Bueno Alvarez. 

Mexican officials who have promoted their 
new route among the world’s trading nations 
say they have found a great deal of interest, 
particularly in West Germany, Australia.

Jackie’s art 
rescued by 
garbage men

NEW YORK (WP) — In the 20 yecars it 
took Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis to acquire 
a rare set of 18th Century Indian paintings 
called “Rajput,” she never knew she would 
require the services of the New York City 
Sanitation Department to preserve them. 

That s just what happened last week, when 
Onassis almost lost 1 7 of the valuable Indian 
paintings because a porter in her Fifth 
Avenue apartment house mistakenly thought 
they were trash, rook the paintings from her 
back door and threw them out in the garbage. 

Sent out by Onassis for framing, the framed 
paintings had been left at her back door when 
no one answered the deliverman’s ring. 

A telephone call alerted the aty* s sanita- 
tion department, which tracked down the 
crew who had pidted up the trash from the 
apartment building. Sanitation officials 
instructed the crew to sort through the trucf s 
contents and recover the cardboard-wrapped 
paintings. 

“Luckily, the paintings were one of the last 
things the men had. collected” and had not 
been squashed by the truck’s compactor, said 
the sanitation department’s Vincent 
Romano, who added that the paintings were 
returned “undamaged" ro Onassis' maid. He 
said the maid reported that “they were hung 
in Mrs. Onassis’ room." 

The Rajput paintings were acquired by 
Onassis as a result of her friendship with Har- 
vard University economist John Kenneth 
Galbraith, who was ambassador to India 
when John F. Kennedy was president. The 
paintings were described as “fine, valuable 
stuff," done in the 18th Century by Indian 
artists for India's ruling class of maharaji. 

“These paintings are very delicate and 
were done on paper, meant originally as book 
illustrations not to be framed," said Milo 
Cleveland Beach, a professor of art and an 
expert on Indian art at Williams College in 
William stown. Mass.* “I imagine that Mrs. 
Onassis sent them out to be framed in order 
to preserve them.” 

Beach said that many Rajput paintings 
have been lost over the years to termites and 
white ants, well-known paper eaters who 
manage to get through the cloth wrappings in 
which some collectors keep the paintings. 
Beach said that whatever Rajput art is pre- 
served is very valuable, sometimes selling for 
five-figure prices. 

Most Rajput depicts mystical figures in the 
Hindu religion, especially Hare Krishna. 
Others are portraits of India’s best-known 
18th Century maharaji Beach said Onassis’ 
collection ■was exhibited in the 1960s at Har- 
vard* s Fogg Art Museum, which sent it on for 
exhibitjo die Asia Society in New York. 


Child labor is described as ‘slavery'; 
commission report details bad effects 


GENEVA (AFP) — Nearly 150 million 
children aged from 10 to 14 toil in the 
world* s labor force, a division of the United 
Nations Human Rights Commission was 
told recently. Abdelwabab Bouhdiba, 
reporting on the international child labor 
situation, also told a special session here of 
the Sub-Commission on Prevention of Dis- 
crimination and Protection of Minorities 
that slavery was still widespread in the 
world and that child labor should be seen 
from that angle. 

He said the overall figure for child work- 
ers represented one-third of the all the chil- 
dren in the world. Four out of five children 
live in the Third World, but 97 child labor- 
eres work in developing nations. 


Bouhdiba said children were systemati- 
cally exploited by employers who could pay 
them far less than adults for the same work. 
But such’ work, often in dangerous condi- 
tions. threatened the children’s moral and 
physical well-being while depriving them of 
schooling and adequate training in a skfll. 

He said having to work at an early age 
damaged the health of children and arrested 
their growth. In addition they risked acci- 
dents and job-connected illnesses. . 

Bouhdiba told the U.N. body that young 
gjrls who had worked before the age of 14 
were an average of four centimeters (1% 
inches) shorter than girls who did not work 
untD they were 18, particularly young girls, 
was as household servants, often in condi- 


tions of semi-slavery. .. 

• In Thailand, Bolivia, Chile, Brazil and 
North Africa, children were often 
“exchanged" either to pay off family debts 
or because it meant one less mouth to feed, 
Bouhdiba said. m 

Many children in Sri .1 ankan are sold to 
promoters of illegal activities and their ser- 
vices, according to Bouhdiba are often emp- 
loyed by Western tourists who are steered to 
them by specialist guides. 

Referring to the economic effects of child 
labor, Bouhdiba said it undercut wages, 
while aHHrng to the insecurity of adult emp- 
loyment. He indicated that fax from increas-

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Seeks end to Thai aid 


Cambodia softens pullout stand 


BANGKOK, Sept 9 (AFP) — The Phnom 
Penh government Wednesday signaled an 
apparent softening of its stand on conditions 
for the withdrawal of Vietnamese troops 
from Cambodia. 

In a statement issued by the Cambodian 
news agency SPK, monitored here. Foreign 
Minister Hun Sen linked a hypothetical pull- 
out to the resolution of a specific grievance, 
instead of calling, as usual, on an undefined 
“Chinese threat” 

■ The demand was a halt to Thailand's 
“moral and material assistance” to the 
remnants of the ousted Peking-backed 
Khmer Rouge regime, “who take refuge in 
Thai territory”. 

Speaking to a delegation from Japan's rul- 
ing Liberal Democratic Party, Hun Sen said: 
“Vietnamese troops will withdraw from 
Cambodia the moment the threat has ended 
from Chinese expansionists, U.S. imperialists 
and thier stooges — notably when Thai 
authorities stop their mflztaiy and moral 
assistance to the Pol Pot remnants who take 
refuge in Thai territory' 1 . 

Analysts said the new Cambodian state- 
ment appeared to be the first equating the 
perceived Chinese threat with Thai aid to the 
guerrillas, who are based on the Thai- 
Cambodian border. Thailand publicly denies 
supporting the resistance because of its 
declared policy of neutrality in the Cambo- 
dian conflict. 

The government and people of Cambodia 
(Kampuchea) are meanwhile, viewing two 
future setbacks with alarm — the next rice 
harvest is expected ro be poor owing to bad 
weather conditions and most international 
emergency aid will shortly end. 

The rice crop will be lower than estimated, 
but it will be impossible to calculate the 
deficit for another four to six weeks until the 
harvest is finally gathered. But already one 


international expen here has described the 
situation as “serious”. 

This kind of difficulty is felt even more 
keenly by the Khmers because the greater 
part of international emergency aid sent to 
Kampuchea since 1979 will, in principle at 
least, come to an end. All international 
experts here are in agreement that Kam- 
puchea s not in any way in a position to face 
up to any aid stoppage, envisaged for the end 
of the year. 

But the fact is that international agencies 
cannot continue giving aid indefinitely. The 
International Committee of the Red Cross 
(ICRC) has spent a total of $43,500,000 over 
the past two years — $31 million in 1979-80 
and 512,500,000 in 1981. It will cease all 
food and medical aid by Dec. 31, and will 
then concentrate on its traditional work with 
a smaller team here. 

The United Nations Childrens' Fund 
(UNICEF) has spent a total of 5336 million 
in aid, and is expected to end it by tbe end of 
the year. But it will still have a $ 5-million 
budget for Cambodian children. 

A meeting of donor countries scheduled to 
be held in New York Thursday "Could decide 
on a more supple manner of ending aid. In the 
meantime, international agencies operating 
here are looking for ways of replacing them- 
selves by humanitarian organizations already 
here. In any case, Soviet and Vietnamese aid 
alone will not be sufficient, for these two 
countries have their own set of problems. 

Cambodia suffers in the health sectors, like 
all the others, of a shortage of trained per- 
sonnel. Only 50 doctors, out of 500 in 1 975, 
have survived the nightmare years. There is a 
shortage of medical drugs and while malaria 
has been wiped out, tuberculosis is rife. In 
addition, according to the authorities, there is 
a serious risk of cholera in Phnom Penh 
owing to the rubbish lying about in the streets

Dacca expects early accord 


DACCA, Sept. 9 (AP) — Bangladesh 
hopes results of the forthcoming ministerial- 
level talks between Bangladesh and India will 
be “positive and lead to concrete steps for an 
early solution of outstanding problems” bet- 
ween the two countries, a Foreign Office 
spokesman said Wednesday. 

In reply to a question as to what Banglad- 
esh expected from Foreign Minister Shamsul 
Huq’s visit to Tnirfa, the spokesman said 
“Bangladesh attaches great importance to 
these talks and hopes that they will lay a firm 
foundation of mutual trust and understand- 
ing for strengthening friendly relations. 

; The spokesman said “Bangladesh sin- 
. merely believes that friendly and good neigh- 
.borly relations between the two counsies will • 
; .best serve the interests of the peoples of India 
‘and Bangladesh as well as the cause of peace 
and stability in the region ” 

The spokesman referred to the recent 
Indo-Bangladesh joint announcement which 
said the two sides were agreed on necessary 
steps being taken to remove the remaining 


causes of tensions. 

“Bangladesh sincerely hopes that by word 
and action both sides will ensure that the 
forthcoming talks between the two foreign 
ministers will succeed not only in resolving 
tbe problems but also in building a bridge of 
mutual undemanding, trust and friendship,” 
the spokesman said.

Business has made a partial comeback, 
mainly in the capital. Markets here are flour- 
ishing but the prices are high for they are 
based on the black market price of gold or 
dollars — for rn stance *he official exchange 
rate for a dollar is four riels, compared to 
16-18 on the blade market. 

There is a growing income gap between 
wage earners and peasants on one hand and 
businessmen on the other, and there is practi- 
cally no trade between one province 
another. While Cambodia now has a constitu- 
tion and a national assembly, tbe shortage of 
trained dvfl servants is being felt. 

Opinions differ about die priorities in the 
country’s march toward socialism. Certain 
leaders believe that it is wiser to provide food 
for the people rather than spend on 
political indoctrination.

The 20,000-strong Khmer army is formed 
of inexperienced and poorly trained young 
recruits. “If the Vietnamese Army withdrew 
today,” a senior Kampuchean official aid. 
“then Kampuchea would fall into the hands 
of the well-equipped and well- trained Khmer 
Rouges within 24 hours. The Vietnamese 
Army is our life insurance policy.” 

The people deeply shocked by the Khmer 
Rouge massacres, do not seem to look on the 
presence of Vietnamese troops as an occupa- 
tion, but tend to see them, provisionally at 
least, as the only bulwark against further 
“genocide”. 

It is pointed out here that one-third of the 
Vietnamese Army in this country takes part 
in farm work and another one- third in train- 
ing local people at various tasks. 

Kampuchean leaders point out that “we 
will accept aid from any source. So far as 
Vietnamese advisers are concerned, they will 
return home as soon as we have trained our 
own people to become skilled workers and 
managers — most of these were assassinated 
or have fled abroad.” 

Meanwhile, Vie tnam Wednesday accused 
China of continued artillery shelling along 
their common border, which it said had killed 
an undisclosed number of civilians and 
caused severe damage to crops. 

Tbe Vietnam News Agency (VNA) said 
that besides regular mortar attacks on Viet- 
namese villages, Chinese troops continued to 
occupy Vietnamese hilltops, making frequent 
sorties along the frontier, while Chinese 
naval vessels intruded into Vietnamese ter- 
ritorial waters. 

It said Chinese bombers had repeatedly 
violated Vietnamese airspace over the 
Truong Sa Islands in late August, whfle other 
aircraft overflew Lang Son province “for 
provocative and reconnaissance purposes.”

It came in the 
wake of the unsuccessful July 30 left-wing 
coup attempt in Gambia, which was crushed 
after Senegalese troops intervened. An esti- 
mated 600 persons died in the coup and coun- 
tercoup. 

This was the second time the Senegalese 
Army had intervened in Gambia wi thin nine 
months, and the security sevfces and armed 
forces of tbe two countries have now been 
integrated. Most people here agree that Sir 
Dawda’ s proposal to go even further along 
the road to integration was the only immedi- 
ate option as far as the Gambian people are 
concerned. 

In the past a section of Gambians, mostly in 
the capital Banjul, have opposed any idea of 
union with Senegal, although before Gam- 
bian independence in February 1965 a 
United Nations Mission said that develop- 
ment of both countries would be hampered if 
they remained as separate entities. 

Gambia, with a population of 600,000, 
consists of a narrow strip of land running 
along each side of the Gambia River for 200 
miles, effectively splitting Senegal in two. 

Since Sir Dawda made his proposal several 
newspapers, including the daily unite of the 
ruling Socialist Party, have commented that a 
confederation was not enough, and could 
only be a “historic step” along the path to 
federation of even a unitary state. 

However, for the time being there is 
nothing to suggest that relations would go 
beyond a confederation allowing each coun- 
try to retain its membership of international 
organizations. In a recent interview with AFP 
Sir Dawda said that strengthened ties bet- 
ween Banjul and Dakar would not interfere 
with Gambia's membership of the Common- 
wealth. 

Meanwhile government and business cir- 
cles in Senegal are looking forward to the day 
Gambia's preferential customs tariffs will be 
dropped, putting an end to local smuggling 
networks. They would also like the small 
state join the Francophone West African 
Monetary union.

UNITED NATIONS, Sept. 9 (AFP) —

Germany, urged South Africa and 
“everyone concerned" not to throw away 
the progress which had been achieved in the 
solution of tbe Namibian conflict. 

British representative Sir Anthony Par- 
sons, speaking for ail ten members of the 
European Economic Community, told the 
special General Assembly debate on 
Namibia that all concerned especially 
South Africa, should examine ail pos- 
sibilities to help bring about agreement on 
implementing the U.N. plan for Namibian 
independence. The recent large-scale 
incursions by South African forces into 
Southern Angola had demonstrated again 
the urgent need for a peaceful solution, he 


Other speakers in the debate stressed the 
role in the current crisis of the West's failure 
to press South Africa to agree to the U.N. 
plan. Togolese Justice Minister Akanyi 
Awunyo Kodjovi said some contact group | 
states bad not exerted all the pressure they 
could on South Africa. 

Namibia, a simple matter of decoloniza- 
tion, had been turned into a complex 
ideological issue involving Western security 
and East-West rivalry, he said. On the pre- 
text that South Africa was the guarantor of 
Western interests in southern Africa, some 
contact group states had given it finan cial., 
economic, military and political support 
which had enabled It to continue with 
impunity its illegal occupation of the territ- 
ory and the “frantic" exploitation of its 
mineral wealth.

Salvadoran Army drive continues U.S. hearing starts a woman judge 


SAN SALVADOR. Sept. 9 (AP) — 
Troops loyal to the U.S.-backed junta have 
fought running skirmishes with leftists in the 
northern part of the country, but a military 
source said he had no immediate reports of 
casualties. 

The source, who asked anonymity for sec- 
urity reasons, said Tuesday some of the army 
patrols in the area were backed by light artil- 
lery and spotter aircraft.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (R) — The 
Senate Judiciary Committee opened hearings 
Wednesday on President Ronald Reagan's 
nomination of Sandra O' Connor as the first 
woman justice to the Supreme Court. She is 
the first witness and the committee is 
expected to approve the nomination easily, 
but only after scrutiny of her views on a vari- 
ety of issues, especially abortion and the role 
of the courts. 

The only significant opposition has come 
from anti-abortion groups who say that as a 
state legislation in Arizona she voted in favor 
of making abortions easier to obtain. Presi- 
dent Reagan, an abortion opponent insists 
Mrs. O'Connors views on abortion closely 
follow his own. He said once she has a chance 
to express herself, even that opposition will 
evaporate. 

Mrs. O’Connor, 51, currently a judge on 
the state appeals court has declined to dis- 


cuss her views publicly before the committee 
bearings begin. 

Reagan said that in selecting Judge 
O'Connor for the nation's highest court he 
was choosing someone who shared his views 
that judges should interpret the law strictly 
.and not impose their personal feelings on the 
issues before them. Among the witnesses due 
to be beard in the hearings are several rep- 
resentatives from anti-abortion groups who 
are expected to argue that the president 
retreated from his campaign pledge to 
appoint only judges who “respect" human 
life. 

Also due to appear are a host of Arizona 
officials, including Democratic Governor 
Bruce Babbitt who appointed Mrs. O'Con- 
nor. a Republican, to the state court Mis. 
O' Connor would replace Potter Stewart, who 
retired last spring as an associate justice of 
tbe Supreme Court.

BONN, Sept. 9 (R) — West Germany’s 
coalition partners appear to have cleared die 
way for parliamentary approval of an auster- 
ity budget to curb government spending next 
year. 

Members of the Free Democratic Party 
(FDP) Junior coalition partner of Chancellor 
Helmut Schraidf s Social Democratic Party 
(SPD), unanimously approved a package 
.hammered out in cabinet last week. 

SPD deputies postponed a final decision on 
dissenting proposals, but agreed by a large 
majority after a turbulent meeting Tuesday 
night of almost seven hours to pass the 1982 
budget in parliament next week. 

Last week, the cabinet approved a 240.8 
billion mark ($993 billion) budget for next 
year with government borrowing reduced to 
26.5 billion marks ($10.9 billion) from about 
33.8 billion marks ($13.8 billion) in 1981. 

This followed weeks of coalition wrangling 
over the extent and nature of proposed sav- 
ings,. which left many SPD deputies feeling 
the FDP succeed in getting its own way too 
much. 

■ ' West Germany’s major trade unions and 


many left-wing deputies have critisized the 
SPD for failing to carry through proposals for 
a 1.5 bfflion mark ($620 million) Job creation 
pro g r a m T Schmidt, SPD Chairman Willy 
Brandt and parliamentaiy leader Herbert 
Wehner all addressed their fellow deputies 
Wednesday night in an attempt to rally sup- 
port for the package. 

The chancellor said although the proposals 
were a compromise with which no one could 
be happy, there was no point in attempting to 
reject them in the hope of improvements. 

Wehner said the SPD had been elected to 
govern with the FDP for four years and added 


that the party should accept the package in 
order to sustain the coalition. Chancellor 


Chancellor 
Schmidt said in a newspaper interview Tues- 
day that he expects his left-liberal coalition to 
survive even if there is no economic recovery 
in coming months. 

The budget, which brought quarelling to a

HONOLULU. Hawaii Sept. 9 (AP) —

China’s industrial output rises %ib French bond 


PEKING, Sept. 9 (R) — The value of 
Chinese industrial production increased only 
slightly during the first eight months of this 
year compared with the same period in 2 980, 
the New China News Agency has said. 

The agency did not say what the increase 
was. But it said Tuesday that light industrial 
production rose in value by 12 percent while 
heavy industry was down by an unspecified 
amount. The trend in favor of light industry is 
in line with China's current economic policy 
under which investment in heavy industry is 
being drastically cut 

The agency said light industry accounted 
for 50.5 percent of C hina’ s total industrial 
output value during the January-August 
period compared with 45.6 percent in the 
same period last year. 

Light industry topped the 50 percent mark 
during the first quarter of this year - for 


the first time in 15 years. According to earlier 
reports, the biggest increases have been in 
profitable consumer durables such as televi- 
sion sets, radios, cameras, bicycles, watches . 
and sewing machines. 

Tuesday night? s report gave few figures but 
indicated that the same trend was continuing. 
It said that a total of 2.85 million television 
sets were produced in the January-August 
period which is more than the total for 1 980. 

China’s coal and oil production are stag- 
nant or declining and a recent World Bank 
report concluded that China must conserve 
energy if it was to achieve its economic goals. 
The New China News Agency said steel pro- 
duction in the January-August period was 
“according to plans." The output of steel 
wires, strips, welded tubes and steel sheets 
needed by ligh t industry was higher than m 
the same period of 1980, it said.

Barbados acts to bolster economy 


BARBADOS. Sept. 9 (R) — Barbados 
Prime Minister Tom Adams Wednesday 
announced increases in bus and taxi fares, 
tighter commercial and consumer credit and 
new levies to support the national health ser- 
vice in an attempt to check the island's 
economic decline. 

‘ Adams, who is also finance minister, 
announced the measures in an economic 
statement to parliament nearly three months 
after e was returned to office in general elec- 
tions. 

He said that after four years of expansion, 
the economy was experiencing strong reces- 


sionary pressures and a projected 1981-82 
fiscal deficit of 187 million Barbados dollars 
($933 million) was intolerable. 


He attributed the downtown to a worsen- 
ing of international market conditions and 
the effects of extraordinary wet weather on 
agriculture.

At present, manufacturers are required to 
inform foreign governments at least once a 
year when they export such products. 

The statement suggests providing one-time 
brief summary information only when goods 
are banned or restricted as hazardous, even 
though that notice may occur years before the 
goods are exported, the report said.

Conservation steps cut domestic consump- 
tion in Japan during the Aprfl-June quarter 
to 275 million barrels, 13 percent down com- 
pared to the previous year. Before August 
consumption is believed to have been 94.7 
million barrels, down 10 percent from a year 
before.

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PARIS, Sept. 9 (AFP) — Nepal, Uganda. 
Burundi and the Maldives have added their 
voices to the appeals of other least-developed 
countries (LDCs) for increased international 
aid to enable them to emerge from the 
economic morass engulfing them. 

Nepalese Finance and Trade Minister 
Yadav Prasad Pant told the United Nations 
conference on the LDCs Wednesday that the 
development programs conceived by the 
world's poorest nations needed aid from 
abroad to enable the “hopes and dreams '* of 
their peoples to be realized.

Serge 
Kanakiye, said the adoption and support of 
the new action program drawn up by the 
developing countries' “Group of 77” was“an 
historic duty".

Poland left the IMF in 1 950, but informed 
sources said it was considering applying to 
re-enter the fund, an unprecedented move by 
a Soviet bloc country. Western banks would 
welcome Polish membership of the IMF 
because the organization might exert some 
control over the management of the 
economy, improving the prospects of debt 
repayment.

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Dollar rates march ahead 


By J.H. Hammond 

JEDDAH, Sept. 9 — The dollar held 
onto its gains when the New York market, 
reopened Tuesday night. Strong gains were 
made on the exchange markets against the 
French franc and the yen, while the British 
pound continued to fluctuate erratically in 
the face of market assessment of Britain's 
long-term ofl revenue support. Gold .went 
up over Polish worries, but later fell back 
from $438 levels to $431.50 Wednesday. 

The domestic riyal markets Wednesday 
saw a quieter day for riyal deposits with 
little movements reported. The exchange 
markets however, reported some increased 
demand for dollars locally, as the American 
currency rose in value, on the European 
markets. 

Fears that the dollar will fall when the 
American markets re-opened Tuesday dis- 
appeared with the dollar adding on new 
strength. The German mark closed at 
2.4390 in New York and Wednesday was 
traded at levels of 2.4340 after some Bun- 
desbank support. The Polish situation hit 
the mark hardest as it is in a sensitive zone, 
compared to say, France. The French franc, 
however, was also reported to have lost a lot 
of ground against the dollar, closing in New 
York at 5.8550. On Wednesday, Paris 
bourses were trading the franc at 5.8400 by 
late afternoon. The yen was also the other 
major currency to fall back against the dol- 
lar, losing more than 200 points to be traded 
at 232.80 levels. Heavy importer buying of 
yen helped to keep the yen under 233.00 
levels, but market analysts are expecting the 
yen to come under more pressure this week. 


■ possibly taking the new exchange rate to 
235.00 by next weekend. 

In other currency news, the British pound 
fell even more from the 1.8010 levels of 
Tuesday, to close at 1.7850 in New York. 
Wednesday saw some quick profit taking 
push up the value of sterling, but the rate 
continued to fluctuate between 1.7SS5 — 
1.7860 all day. Uncertainties over British 
trade union wage demands compounded 
sterling' s problems. 

The local exchange markets reflected the 
hectic business undertaken in Europe, with 
Wednesday seeing an upsurge in demand 
for the dollar. Spot riyal dollar rates opened 
at 3.4210-20, but very quickly went up to 
3.4215-25 by mid afternoon. Money brok- 
ers out of Bahrain said that OBLTs — off- 
shore booking units — also reported an 
upswing in business Transactions out of 
Manama. The picture was slightly more dif- 
ferent though as far as the domestic riyal 
money markets were concerned. Riyal rates 
tended to remain very much stable, encour- 
aged by the fact that New York opening did 
not produce a sizeable easing in Eurodollar 
interest rates, and that no cuts in American 
prime rates were undertaken. JEBOR 
one- month deposit rates were quoted at 15 
Vt — 16 percent for most of toe day, but 
some bankers reported that they had been 
offered at a lower level of 14 % — 15 % 
percent on opening. One-year deposit rates 
remained higher than one-month rates at 
16 V* — 16 3 /4 percent. Due to some excess 
liquidity, overnight funds came down to 12 
— 13 percent compared to 1 3 — 14 percent 
a few days ago.

(AP) — Geoff Boycott, England* scontrover- 
sial opening batsman, Wednesday was* sus- 
pended for the rest of the cricket season by 
Yorkshire, his country team. 

The suspension of 40-year-old Boycott 
came after England's record run-maker publ- 
icly called for a showdown with Yorkshire 
manager Ray Illingworth after being left out 
of the team for three recent matches. 

Boycott was included in the line-up to play 
against Northamptonshire here, but was then 
ordered out of the dressing room when he 
arrived. 

Illingworth said: “Geofrey Boycott was 
suspended for the remainder of the season 
because of comments he has made on the 
radio, television and in the newspapers." 

Boycott had hoped to avoid a confronta- 
tion with Illingworth until after the end of the 
season. “I am not getting a fair deal from the 
team manager and I am determined to have a 
showdown with him soon, but 1 prefer to 
leave it until after our last two matches 
because I don't want to do anything that 
might upset Yorkshire's chances of gaining 
points in those matches,” he was quoted as 
saying Wednesday morning. 

Illingworth, who has clashed before with 
England* s top batsman . clearly decided not to 
wait. Boycott had no immediate reaction. 

*‘I shall comment on Illingworth’s state- 
ment and Its implications when I have per- 
used ft,” he said. "I think I have the right of 
reply within seven days according to the regu- 
lations and I shall be using that right when I 
am ready.” 

It was reported on Monday that a York- 
shire Club reform group members wanted 
former England captain Ray Illingworth to 
be relieved of his duties as team manager. 
The group had passed a vote of “no confi- 
dence" in Illingworth and they are to ask the 
cricket dub to dismiss him at the end of the 
season. 

Meanwhile. Jack Firth, the former York- 
shire and Leicestershire wicketkeeper, has 
died at the age of 63 at his home near Brad- 
ford. He played for Yorkshire in 1949 
1950, and for Leicestershire from 1951 until 
his retirement in 2959.

American group 
offers to protect 
Springboks team 

CHICAGO, Illinois, Sept. 9 (AFP) — An 
American Neo-Nazi group announced Tues- 
day that they would guard the stadium in 
Chicago where the controversial South Afri- 
can Springboks Rugby Union team are due to 
play a load side on Sept 19. 

The organizers have not named the exact 
location of the match. Several American civil 
rights organizations have already said they 
would demonstrate at the match against 
South African apartheid. 

American National Socialist Party chief 
Michael Allen said that 100 party members 
had been assigned the guard duly. They will 
be dressed in plainclothes but armed "with 
what’s legal” he said. 

“We wil] make the game proceed without 
any disruption by the Communists who are 
planning the anti-apartheid demonstra- 
tions," Allen said. 

Tyke NoQman, vice-president of the local 
club and organizer of the match, rejected all 
offers of help, including the Nazis. “The 
rugby community very much wants this 
match to go ahead. “And it’s going to hap- 
pen. We’re going to do it without any outside 
help — from Mayor Jane Byrne, the police 
department or anybody else." 

American civil rights activist Rev. Jesse 
Jackson, president of the civil rights group 
"Push” said that he was planning to take 
court action against the organizers of the 
match to find out where ft would be. 

The organizers have announced several 
possible sites, in an effort to frustrate pro- 
tests. A second match is scheduled for Sept. 
22 in New York, but once again no site has 
been announced. ■ 

New York City’s Mayor Edward Koch 
forced an earlier match there to be cancelled 
when he claimed he could not guarantee the 
player^ safety. Other American cities have 
refused to host Springbok matches for the 
same reason. Only Albany, the capital of 
New York State, accepted a match, for Sept. 
26.

Solidarity demands 






GDANSK, Poland, Sept. 9 (Agencies) — 
Poland s Communist rulers faced a new chal- 
lenge (Wednesday as delegates at Solidarity’s 
national congress prepared a call for free 
elections. The union's powerful Warsaw 
bracta drew up a resolution declaring that 
** the road to the nation's sovereignly leads via 
democratic elections to representative 
organs." 

Control of candidates for elected office* by 
the Communist-led National Unity Front 
made true democracy impossible, said the 
Warsaw resolution. It demanded that the sec- 
ret ballot be made obligatory and that elec- 
tions be thrown open to unlimited numbers of 
candidates outside the front 

If adopted, the Warsaw resolution would 
fit into a pattern of the growing militancy of 
the congress which Tuesday sent a message of 
support for free trade unions elsewhere in 
Communist Europe and demanded a 
referendum on worker self-management in 
Poland. 

With the congress appearing to turn 
increasingly radical and political, one dele- 


Minorities greeted 


WARSAW, Sept. 9 (AFP) — The Pol- 
ish indepependent trade union Solidarity 
Wednesday presented itself as a defender 
of the rights of Polish minorities in the 
Soviet Union. * 

In a message approved Tuesday by the 
Solidarity congress at Gdansk and issued 
by the union's Warsaw section Wenesday, 
the union sent its “most cordial^ greetings 
to "all Poles who have never been able to 
find support in any organization and who 
have been refused the right to their lan- 
guage, their culture, their history and their 
nationality 1 '. 

In a passage clearly aimed at Polish 
minorities in the Soviet Union, it con- 
tinued:“We acknowledge the bodies yon 
have set up to serve the causes of Poland 
and friendship between peoples, and we 
will tell the whole world of your right to 
create cultural and social organizations 
and to Polfch Schooling. ” 


gate pressed Wednesday for a secret ballot on 
the union’s attitude to the ruling Communist 
Party. The party’s “leading role” in the 
nation’s life is recognized in an annex to Sol- 
idarity’s statues. 

The demand for a secret poll on this sensi- 
tive issue was made by Lech Sobieszek, one 
of the leaders of last year’s strike wave. He 
called for the ballot after the majority of the 
892 delegates voted against his earlier prop- 
osal to amend the statues on this point 
Sobieszek said the vote was a "manipula- 
tion." The speaker formally acknowledged 
his request though no time was set for the 
•ballot. 

Tuesday’s message to East bloc workers 
was, however, not reported in the Polish 
media. The Communist Party newspaper in 
Gdansk, Glaypwybrzezp. appeared with a 
blank spot where censors cut the report The 
official PAP news agency bas only referred to 
a message of support to workers in Socialist 
nations. PAP also reported that the union's 
call for a referendum on worker self- 
management “ can become an area of serious 
conflict” 


The Communist Party’s national daily, 
TrybmtaLudu, accused the union of blocking 
the authorities? attempts to find “construc- 
tive solution^ to the nation's political social 
and economic problems. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet news agency Tass 
has fiercely attacked Solidarity, and Western 
diplomats said Moscow would view the 
nnion's support for free trade unions 
throughout Eastern Europe as an escalation 
of subversive activity. 

Western diplomats in Moscow said the 
Soviet media had often charged that extrem- 
ists in the leadership sought state power. But 
Tuesday’s dispatch, by dropping any refer- 
ence to “extremists," appeared to denounce 
the entire leadership. 


“Judgmghy everything, the creation of an 
impasse is exactly what suits the conductors 
of the congress because they are aiming at 
seizing political power in Poland and want to 
undermine the frith of the working people in 
the Socialist people's state,” Tass said.

Army cartoons ridicule Polish union 


WARSAW, Sept. 9 (Agencies) — 
Poland’s hard-line army newspaper Zol - 
mtrz Wohtosd has chosen a new weapon to 
attack the Solidarity trade union congress 
— the political cartoon. The daily has 
printed cartoons attacking the union for 
three days in a row, illustrating some of its 
deep misgivings about the movement, its 
tactics, aims and advisers. 

The first depicted delegates arriving at 
the Gdansk congress carrying briefcases 
with the initials KOR or KPN — both 
anti-Communist dissident groups. The next 
day, a Solidarity speaker was shown on the 
rostrum addressing the congress before a 
cluster of microphones from the BBC, RFE 
and other Western news organizations. The 
speaker was pushing away and muzzling a 
Polish television microphone. 


Wednesday's cartoon was a parody of the 
color poster Solidarity has printed to mark 
its first congress. The poster shims a young 
child toddling through a field of flowers. 
Zolneuz showed the child being led off by a 
KOR dissident and a caption asked: " Is this 
a safe guardian?" 

Not a single nationally-distributed news- 
paper however, published the Solidarity's 
statement Tuesday in support of free labor 
movements in Eastern Europe. Informed 
sources said the information control office 
here ordered the newspapers not to men- 
tion the unprecedented Solidarity resolu- 
tion. voted by 900 delegates to the Gdansk 
congress. 

The newspapers' correspondents had 
thoroughly covered earlier dcvelopmen ts at 
the congress, the sources noted. Early 


reports from the news agency PAP and the 
Polish radio mentioned the Solidarity 
resolution, but said simply that it was a 
“message of support” for workers in East- 
ern Europe. Even this sentence disap- 
peared from later agency and radio reports 
on the congress, observers said. 

Newspapers did. however, report a Sol- 
idarity resolution demanding that the Polish 
parliament call of national referendum on 
worker self- management, and threatening a 
boycott of the legislation if parliament 
adopted it as it stands. 

Press reaction to that resolution was gen- 
erally moderate although the state- 
controlled radio and television stations 
attacked it strongly, accusing Solidarity of 
trying to impose its views on the people’s 
representatives in parliament. 


HAVANA. Sept. 9 (AFP) — The Cuban 
government Wednesday accused the United 
States of conducting bacteriological warfare 
against Cuba, as an eye illness accompanied 
by severe blcedtag reached epidemic propor- 
tions, The conjunctivitis with its attendant 
hemorrhaging affected 1,815 persons over a 
five day period between last Wednesday and 
Monday. thc Communist Party newspaper 
Gramm reported. 

‘ “The strange and inexplicable manner in 
which this illness reached Cuba ... confirm* 
our deepest suspicions that the imperialist 
government of the United SUtes rousing hoc* 
tcriological weapons against our country ” 
the Cuban government said in a statement 
quoted by Gramma, 

The newspaper reported that I „12 2 of the 
1.815 persons who contracted the conjunc- 
tivitis— an inflammation of membranes cov- 
ering the eydid and eyeball — fell 91 ra 
Havana. The illness generally begins as an 
ordinary conjunctivitis, but gradually 
worsens, lasting from one to two weeks. 
There were no immediate reports of any 
deaths. 

The Pan-American Health Office said the 
epidemic began late last month in Surinam, 
then spread to Honduras and the northern 
coast or Colombia, "countries with which 
Cuba has no type of exchange of personnel." 
according to a government ttatemehl, Cuban 
leader Fidel Castro earlier accused the 
United States of being responsible for 
dengue, a contagious illness tiutf killed 113 
persons in Cuba between late May arid late 
July. 

The Cuban government said its accusations 
were substantiated by an article published on 
Sept. I in Florida's Miami Herald which 
reportedly gave details of Bacteriological 
warfefc operations against Cuba under the 
presidency of Richard Nixon. 

The operations, code-named the "Cuba 
project,*' reportedly got under way in 1959 
under the presidency of Dwight Elsenhower, 
reached paramilitary proportions under John 
Kennedy, and were reactivated by Pfesdient 
Nixon, the Cubans said. ' 


Exercises to keep efficiency, Soviets say Angola denies 


MOSCOW, Sept. 9 (Rj — The Soviet 
Union said Wednesday its large-scale man- 
euvers near Poland’s borders were essential 
to maintaining military efficiency and 
implicitly rejected Western suggestions that 
they were intended to intimidate the refor- 
mers in Poland. 

Western defense officials have expressed 
alarm over the location and scale of the man- 
euvers, involving almost 1 00,000 troops. The 
exercises were planned several months in 
advance but coincide with the first national 
congress of the Polish free trade union Sol- 
idarity. 

The Soviet Communist Party newspaper 
Pravdaf without making any specific refer- 
ence to Poland, said Wednesday they were 
purely a defensive exercise. The paper 
added’ “We should remember that the troops 
and naval exercises of the armed forces of the 


Soviet Union. ’West-81.* have a scale and 
size essential and sufficient to attain its dear 
and concrete aim ... the perfection of military 
efficiency, the co-ordination of divisions and 
units, types and aspects of the armed ser- 
vices." 


Tuesday said it had asked Moscow for more 
information on the exercises. 


Pravda cited a series of Soviet and Warsaw 
Pact exercises over the last few years which, it 
said, bad exactly the same purpose — “not 
just a brandishing of weapons but the training 
of troops to an appropriate level.” 


In Warsaw, the Polish Army newspaper^ 
Zolnierz Wolnosd, Wednesday reported joint 
exercises with East German troops at the 
border between their two countries. The 
announcement followed a report on state 
television Tuesday of joint Polish-Soviet 
exercises and came as big Soviet war games 
continued around Poland.

hard-line policy 


PARIS, Sept. 9 (AFP) — The United 
States has told the United Nations that it has 
not changed its hard-line policy on so-called 
global negotiations despite a declaration 
signed by President Ronald Reagan indicat- 
ing support for the negotiations process, 
well-informed sources said here Wednesday. 

U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig, in 
a letter to General Assembly President 
Baron Rudiger Von Wechmar, said that 
Washington’s position was unchanged from 
before the Ottawa summit and will not 
change until “a period of reflection” after the 
October summit in Cancun, Mexico, said the 
sources, who had read the letter. 

In Otttawa, Reagan signed a collective 
communique saying that the seven summit 
countries were ready to “participate in prep- 
arations for a mutually acceptable process of 
global negotiations.” 

The United States was the only Western 
industrialized power that remained firmly 
opposed to the negotiations, aimed at 
revamping economic relations between rich 
and poor countries, and the Ottawa com- 
munique was widely interpreted as a soften- 
ing of the U.S. position. 

Haig also said the United States believed 
that Von Wechmar should stop his privaie 
consultations on the matter and hand the rhs 
over to his successor. The General Assembly . 
had asked Von Wechmar to undertake the 
private talks in attempts to get the negotia- 
tions, stalled for the past IS months, moving 
again. 

" Top U.S. officials here refused to confirm 
or deny the existence of the letter, dated in 
early August, saying that there could be no 
comment on internal U.S. government com- 
munication and on how Washington con- 
veyed its opinion to Von Wechmar, But there 
has been no final decision by Washington 
about global negotiations, and “we are still 
very skeptical about the process,” said an' 
official, who declined to be identified. 



Suzuki resolute 


on increasing 
defense budget 


TOKYO, Sept. 9 (AFP) — Prime Minister 
Zenko Suzuki said Wednesday he was 
determined to increase Japan’s defense 
spending by 7 .5 percent in fiscal 1 982, which 
starts in April. Speaking at the annual con- 
vention of the Research Institute of Japan, a 
private organization, the prime minister 
said “our policy of defense buildup will not 
be affected by what the United States and 
West Germany are doing." 


“We have decided on a 7.5 percent rise in 
effort to smoothly increase our defensive 
strength as needed for our national self- 
defense”. suzuki said. 


Meanwhile, the Soviet media Wednesday 
launched strong attacks on Japan for whip- 
ping up anti-Soviet "chauvinist hysteria” and 
on China for “armed provocation” over the 
Vietnamese border. The Soviet news agency 
Tass slammed the inspection trip of Zenko 
Suzuki to the Kuriles islands, claimed by 
Japan from the Soviet Uhion, as “absurd and 
provocative” 


LUANDA. Sept. 9 (AFP) — President of 
Angola Jose Eduardo Dos Santos Wednes- 
day said there was not a single East German 
or Soviet soldier in the country. “We have 
never denied the presence in our country of 
raternationalist Cubans,” added Dos Santos, 
who was speaking to Western and Eastern 
bloc reporters here. 

South Africa's Defense Minister Gen. 
Magnus Malan said cm Sept. 9 that South 
African forces killed two Soviet officers and 
captured a Soviet sergeant-major in their lat- 
est armed intervention in Angola. The presi- 
dent said that Angola had recently declared 
that the Cuban presence had lessened since it 
began in 1975 as the capacity of Angola's 
defense forces had increased. 

“We also said that we had concluded a 
cooperation agreement with the Soviet 
Union. Within the framework of the same 
agreement, we have instructors who are help- 
ing us to train our officers and organize our 
armed forces,” he continued. “We do not 
have this kind of agreement with the Soviet 
Union only." Dos Santos said. "I must say 
that we have accords with kits of countries, 
including W estera countries, in many fields." 

Dos Santos said he did not understand why . 
the argument of a Soviet presence in Angola 
was used to delay an independence settle- 
ment for South African-controlled Namibia. 
SWAPO Namibian nationalists opposed to 
the South African presence have been 
operating from bases in southern Angola. 

' Western journalists who last week visited 
southern Angola at the invitation of the 
authorities here witnessed the presence of 
Soviet advisers bm found no proof of their 
direct involvement in the fight against the 
South Africans or in training SWAPO.
